Moveen colonies are apparently becoming 
an experisive, Inxary which only the richest 
of countries can afford to liave. In ancient 
times, when a population found its numbers 
pressing on the means of subsistence, it- 
did not hesitate under some energetic leader 
to collect and send forth a swarm to settle 
down in some now and onoccupied land, or, 
if that were wanting, to take possession of 
some choice spot already occupied’ by a less 
warlike people. After the usual farewells 
. were bid, thenew people went out on their 
_ own account for good or ill, and their aff rirs 
ceased to occupy the aitention of the stay- 
at-homes. -As they, generally took with 
them images of the home gods, and could 
not, even if they wished, divest themselves 
of ‘their language ond folk-lore, there was 
always kept up on the part of the colonists 
a certain feeling of sympathy with the home 
ands; but thie seldom, resulted in their 
permitting any interference in, the affairs of 
the new settlement, or in the’ colony 
affording any aid beyond empty sympathy 
to.the old country : nor, ou its part, did the 
old country ever even contemplate offering 
any assistance to its children who had once 
left the paterns] soil, This was the usval 
method adopted by the great colonisers of 
antiquity—the Greeks, and-the result was. 
that many centuries before our era they 
had established on . both sides of the Medi- 
terranean independent colonies, each one of 
which was strong endugh to act on its own 
initiative, and control more or leas effectively 
the neighbouring. territories: “When in the 
fifteenth und sixteenth centuries the Spani- 
“ards and Portuguese,.then. the most enter- 
prising navigators of, tho world, .concéived 
the idea of spreading the: f 
through the world; . BW 
principle was introduced.

‘As 
in the words of the old poct, “Big fleas 
hive little fleas upou their backs to bite'em,”” 
the Dutch and English found it a readier 
moans to profit, while at the same time 


“} ading in the nominal interests of humanity, 


toplunder‘thess plundering expeditions in 
thir turn. The plunder thus taken was 
nit, however, returned to the original owners, 
Lut was appropriated by the new: captors. 
Tho result was, therefore, that both England 
anl Holland found it convenient and , Pro- 
‘filablé in much the same manner as the old 
Greeks to found more permanent settlements, 
which could co-operate with their merchant 
flwts and afford supplies and aasis- 
tance when needed. -It was thus. that 
“‘tlantations” were by degrees established 
abng the coasts of North America and 
Soth Africa, the former of which Lecame 
by degrees more especially English, the 
latter Dutch, These plantations were in 
some respects as independeut of the home 
fovernments as were the Greeks themselves. 
They owed little to’the homme folk ; every man 
for the most part had found bis way out at 
hiows cost ;thé home government, with the 
exeption of sending out a governor who 
had little power or authority, and oae ‘or 
‘two law officials to keep things straight, 
realy cared little how the planters managed 
thir own affairs. It is true they jealously 
protected the colony from foreign foes, but 
this was done ia the imperial interest and 
not in any way.to benefit. the planters, who 
ax often as not little relished the. inter- 
fewnce. The relations between the mother 
comntry' and the colony were- settled in’ no 
dellnite way, but depended very much on the 
temper of the moment, sometimes one, some- 
fines the other advancing pretepsiona which 
were never adjusted. - One class of" settlers 


-| was, however, an exception to the rule that 


all hud come of their own free will. The 
howe governments were in the habit. of 
serling out their criminals to the planta- 
tions. ‘ These were banded over under bond 
to the planters, who bad to provide, for 
thu, but were’ entitled to their labour, 
A condition of slavery of the worst type 
this sprung Up; only too glad to get rid of 
ther criminals, no questions were asked at 
hone, vor were the colonial governments too 
inquisitive in looking after the welfure of 
the unfortunates. But even worse con- 
sequences followed ; men were captured at 
home, taken on board the small-ships that 
conducted the trade, and on arrival in the 
colbny were openly sold. Such were the 
cobnies of Frunge, England, and Holland 
in the eighteenth century. The -natural 


tosclimaux”whei England sought to tax 


herNorth American colonies for the support 
of a war in which they had no interest. 

Every one knows’ the result, With -the- 
low of her principal. colonies, England 
practically grew indifferent to the rest. 

Thy might stop, or they might part, it was 
allone.. Naturally, less care than ever was 
taken of them. As they were quite free, 
noting was to be spent except in as far as 
they offered some advantage to the empire: 

Coiling stations, docks, barracks, &c. had of 
F couse to be paid for, but the coloay was 
lafi in all other respects todo as best” it 
“could without aid or encouragement; “When, 
‘hovever, in spite of all this apparent neglect, 

othr countries began ta discover that the 
British colonies were becoming an import- 
| unt political factor in the world. a general 
desire to be the happy possessors of colonies 
beqme prevalent. England was the greater 
bemuse she possessed colonies, and the con-- 
clusion of the others was that if they only 
had colonies they would be great too. 

Epyland had found that colonies were o 
thing ‘of slow growth, but the idea of grow- 

ing them in a hothouse presented itself, and 
it vas determined to try theeffect. England 
had been laying the foundation of colonies 
in Africa, and they had only as yet taken a 
préarious growth, so Germany wished to 
tryler new idea, and see what she could do 
bya process of forcing. The end of this was 
curious, for it compelled England to. take up 
a Ine she had never done before. : The first 
cobny to try the new system on was Uganda. 
In the course of time Uganda would pro- 


bally bave got round the corner, but Ger- 
may kept pressing her in East Africa, and 
shwwed so much disposition” to oecypy 
Uganda, that to avoid more unpleasantness: 
Exgland had to follow in the course, and 
nol ouly take over the depéndency as 2

GREAT CONFLAGRATION’ IN HONAM. 

‘A serious firo broke out in Houam on, Thurs- 
day night, resulting in’ the dustrnction of two to 
throe hundred houses.

bear tho sign of the shop. iuseribed upon them, 
and any shopkeeper who fails to comply with

VOLUNTARY INDEMNITY CONTRIBUTIONS.

An- 
other sign of good omen was the rapid sproad 
of Western knowlege among the younger and 
bolder portion of the population, which woald 
bring forth fruit eventually in the reform of 
the most unreformed system of yovernment in 
the world.
